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ABSTRACT 

A flow tube composed of a bent tube having a shape symmetrical with respect to a first axis is 
supported at its both ends by support portions having an outlet and inlet respectively. A drive 
device for alternately driving the flow tube rotationally about a second axis connecting the 
positions where the flow tube is supported is disposed on the vertical axis of a Coriolis 
flowmeter.
